and clerk alarm ed th e guests, wh o num bered 
about 13 0, and for a tim e a panic seemed

M any persons left th e h otel 
suddenly , but soon returned to recover 
th eir property , wh en th ey discovered th a t 
th e fire was not spreading. 
A w om an 
coolly appeared a t one of th e windows,

Fort W orth, Ter., April A.-Sa turda y 
morning a body of armed socia l deputy 
sheriff* boarded a Missouri Pacific caboose 
and ran up to Hodge, where a train of ten 
ear.» had been made up for the south end of 
the road. 
No opposition was made by tho 
strikors to the engine leaving the city . 
At 
1 o'clock, wlvn the tram reached the y ards 
on its way s utb, nothing was done to pre­ 
vent it leaving. 
On each car of coal 
was 
fin armed special deputy ah riff, and th 
engine w ts crowded with armed men. Pass­ 
ing the Unim depot, they continued south 
ward until the unction of the Tort \\ orth 
K New Orleans railroad, 
two mile< from 
fit’s city , %vas reached. Here it was dis­ 
covered that the swlt h had boen turned. 
The train stopped end several officers 
went forward to where several men were 
standing < n the track. 
They wero asked 
what thev wero doing. 
The men replied 
that tin y h ;d no hostile intention» , and as 
the ofil crs started back to the train they 
discovered a number of men in ambush on 
the side of tho road. 
The command to 
throw up hnn is was given by the officers, 
and tho 
hands riatne tip and Winchester 
rifles came with them. 
A perfect fusilade 
was poured into tho officers, which w as re­ 
turned by those on tho train. 
Not lo» sthan 
100 shots wora tired. 
The strikers—that is what the attacking 
party is called* retreated to a lot of corded 
ties, and continued for awhile to fire on tho 
train. 
They then broke and ran to the 
Sy camore bottoms and disappeared in the 
woods. 
I hiring the fight. Richard Townsend, a 
special deputy sheriff was shot in the bark 
as he stood on the engine, the ball passing 
through his lift lung, and coming out on 
hiR left side 
Charles Hneed, another dep­ 
uty , was shot near the ear, the ball coming 
out on the opposite cide of his head near his 
mouth. 
Police Officer .John Fulford was 
shot in both thighs, one of th i balls ranging 
upward into his body . 
His wounds are 
dangerous. 
The wounded men were put in 
the < aboose of the train and taken back to 
the city . 
Fulford, after having his wounds 
d t esse T was taken to his homo, and the two 
other men to the Missouri Pacific hospital. 
During the afternoon one of the strikers 
who was in the attacking party was brought 
to tho city , shot through the thigh. 
His 
name is Tom Naco, 
He was a switchman 
here a t the time tho strike began. 
He was 
weak and constantly called for water. 
He 
was taken to his home, near tho Polk stock 
y ards, in tho southern portion of tho city . 
It is state 1 by parties who were on the train 
when the trouble 
occurred 
that three 
strikers fell buteath the fire of tho officers, 
two of whom did not move a ft 
t falling. 
A lady , who live» near tin spot where the 
fight occurred, recognized one of tho men 
who ran off into the river bottom, and say s 
that he carried a Winchester in each hand. 
He baa boen engaged in the carpentering 
business in this city , and is regarded as an 
out and out Communist. 
His arrest is only 
a matter of time. 
As to the number of men engaged in the 
attack on the train reports are conflicting. 
Pome place the number a t ten, others at 
twenty -five. 
Citizens to the number of 100 
armod th missives and proceeded to the 
depot, determined that trains shall run a t 
all hazards, if tho railroad company desires 
to run them. 
Tho Knights of Labor have 
very little to say regarding the fight, and 
do not take any of the rilame to themselves 
The first shot, they say , was fired by tha 
officers, but reports do not 1 ear this state­ 
ment out. 
Tim Wilson, who was on tho 
engine and within a few feet of Dick 
Townsend, say s the first shot came from the 
strikers. 
Two companies of citizens have baen 
organized and armed 
with 
Winchester 
rifles lay Sheriff Maddox to suppress any 
further demonstration, 
was petitioned to call out the militia and 
state rangera 
Sunday Fort Worth wa9 & veritable mili­ 
ta ry encampment Armed men wero parad­ 
ing the htreets, and armed sentinels stood 
guard over all railroad property . 
The air 
was full of rumors, and the people were kept 
in a state of constant excitement all day . 
There was a continuous stream of people 
irom up-town to the Union depot, and tho 
excitement, instead of abating, increased 
without apparent cause. 
The Knights of 
Labor were remarkably quiet, and but few 
< f them could be seen near the depot. 
Sunday morning at 3:o0 o’clock the Dallas 
Tightguard, twenty -six men, Capt. C. F. 
Cooke commanding, and 
the Hibernian 
rifles, of Dallas, Capt J . Mooney command­ 
ing, arrived, and were the first troops in 
the city . 
A short time afterward the Gray ­ 
son rifles, twenty -four strong, Capt. F. A. 
Ry an commanding, came in from Sherman. 
A special train from Harrold brought in 
Ca pt McMurray ’s ra gers, numbering ten 
men. 
Later in the day two companies of 
infantry arrived from Austin, and a battery 
of artillery from i aliaa 
These were sup­ 
plemented by a company from Decatur, 
which, with the armed citizens of this city 
on duty , and the regular police and special 
deputy bheri Is, constitute a force of not less 
than 300 men. 
The presence of these men 
have no doubt had a salutary a.Tac t on the 
lawless element, but how long it will last 
a n not bo told, and the prediction is freely 
made that more trouble will come y et 
Knights of Labor themselves do not hesitate 
to say that the trouble is not over b y a long 
shot. 
A prominent member of the order told a 
News reporter that no armed opposition 
would be offered to the running of trains, 
but if one should run on a loose rail or 
strike a turned switch the engineer would be 
to blame.
